The Vision 2020 Standing Committee and its Task Groups are pleased to present the following report 
covering Vision 2020 projects and activities for Calendar Year 2006 as well as its 2007 town-wide 
household survey. The report can be found in the three areas listed below: 

• The first, located in the Community Development section of the Town’s 2006 Annual Report and soon 
available to Town Meeting, outlines the evolution of Vision 2020 over its almost 17 year existence, as 
well as significant accomplishments during 2006 by its dedicated Task Groups and Standing Committee 
- the true work engines of this organization; 

• The second, is a summary and analysis of the 3394 household responses received by April 1,2007 to 
Vision 2020’s Survey accompanying the Town’s 2007 Annual Census Mailing, which largely focused on 
issues of Open Space (including parks and recreation) in Arlington as well as Arlington as a Welcoming 
Community. It is presented on pages 2-5 of this report. Information gleaned from these responses will 
help the Town update its Open Space Plan. 

Vision 2020 is most grateful to these 3394 households for their responses which have been scanned and 
entered electronically into a new software tool simplifying recording and analysis. About 900 comments 
and suggestions were received as well, some taking up a few lines and others a whole page. All have 
been recorded and categorized, and will be shared with the appropriate Town departments and 
committees. When complete, the entire 2007 survey report will be available on the Town’s web site. 

• The third is included by reference here to Article 71, of this 2007 Annual Town Meeting, 

RESOLUTION /SUSTAINABILITY / ACTION PLAN, and is listed on pages 30-32 of the Board of 
Selectmen’s Report. It was inserted to the Town Warrant by the Board at the request of the Vision 2020 
Environment Task Group’s Sustainable Arlington Committee and asks Town Meeting to adopt the 
Arlington Sustainability Action Plan (ASAP) Part 1. The Plan can be found in its entirety on the web at 
WWW sustainable arlington.org 

Vision 2020 is truly appreciative of the hundreds of generous townspeople who have participated in its 
efforts to assist the Town in striving to accomplish its Goals, adopted as bylaw by the Annual Town 
Meeting ini993.
